COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Grafton County : 

Your Commissioners herewith .present their report to- 
gether with the reports of the Treasurer, Auditors, Super- 
intendent, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Chaplain, 
Physician and Farm Bureau. 

Another year has passed and once more our Treasurer 
has succeeded in collecting all County Taxes. In spite of the 
fact that our court cost exceeded the 1936 cost by approxi- 
mately $5,500, principally due to a murder trial, we have 
kept within our appropriation and have an unexpected bal- 
ance of $15,365.70. We wish to call your attention to the fact 
that the County debt shows a decrease of $40,887.42. This 
is shown in detail in this report. 

The number of weeks’ board furnished County In- 
mates at the County Farm including the House of Cor- 
rection and Jail for the year 1937 was 6,112 weeks and 5 
days whereas the number for 1936 was 5,287 weeks and 4 
days or an increase of 825 weeks and 1 day. The per capita 
cost was $577 per week compared with a cost of $6.37 per 
week for 1936 or a decrease of $.60 per week. This included 
all expenses of Hospital and Doctors’ fees as well as burial 
expenses. 

Taking care of the County Poor not on the Farm 
including Old Age Assistance, Needy Blind and Boarded 
Children for the year 1937 cost $125,879.56 gross. Of this 
amount we received reimbursement of $34,076.42 from the 
State of New Hampshire, Towns and other Counties making 
a net cost of $19,803.14. This compares with the gross cost 
of $139,361.73 for the year 1936 and a reimbursement of 
$25,525.04 leaving a net cost of $113,836.69 for the year 
1936. This makes a substantial decrease compared with 1936 
and is a direct saving to the tax payers of Grafton County. 

We wish to call your attention to the Summary in the 
report showing the number of cases and cost covering Old 
Age Assistance, Needy Blind and Boarded Children. 

The 1935 County Delegation authorized a $20,000 bond 
issue and also authorized the Commissioners to borrow the 
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sum of $6,500 in addition to the $20,000 bond issue for 
making an addition to the present jail, which has been badly 
over crowded, provided we could obtain a suitable grant from 
the Federal Government. In October 1936 the County was 
offered a P. W. A. grant of 45% of the total cost of said 
jail addition and work was started November 1, 1936 and 
completed June 1, 1937. The capacity of the old jail was 35; 
the new addition 44, making a total capacity of 79, and at one 
time since the completion of this addition we had 62 in our 
jail. Had we not had this addition the cost of boarding the 
over-flow would have meant a heavy expense. The total cost 
of this addition, including the expense of putting the old part, 
which was badly in need of repair, into first class condition, 
was $37,320.15. Of this amount the P. W. A. grant amounted 
to $16,751.84, making a net cost to the County of 
$20,568.31. 

The Commissioners wish to take this opportunity to 
thank the Delegation members of the Building Committee, 
who were Mr. Merrill of Plymouth, Mr. Lewis of Littleton 
and Mr. Guyer of Hanover, for their cooperation and 
assistance. 

The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Earl Andrews, Superintendent and Matron, and 
all other employees for the faithful and efficient manner in 
which they performed their duties. 

The Commissioners further wish to extend their thanks 
to the various County and Town officers and all others for 
their assistance in carrying on the work of the County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of the County 
of Grafton and the public in general a hearty and sincere 
invitation to visit and inspect the Grafton County Farm. The 
former are especially urged to do so as it is their Farm and 
an institution in which they alone should be interested.

SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from the 
laws of 1903: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION ‘1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his death 
shall be entitled to recover from the estate of such persons 
the sum or sums paid out for such assistance, the said claim 
to be a preferred claim against his said estate after payment 
of funeral charges, expense of last sickness and expenses of 
administration, provided he leaves no widow or minor 
children living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the support 
of any person unless he, or the person under whom he derives 
his settlement, shall have wholly gained a settlement therein 
during the ten years preceding the last date of application for 
support provided that no person having a settlement in any 
town in this state upon arriving at the age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt by 
law from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said town.” 


ASSISTANCE, TO, BERSONS. INy OUARANAANE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, Following 
SECTION 6 


SECTION 1 Whenever any person or family is placed 
in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public 
against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other 
dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, it shall be the 
duty of said board to assist such person or family while in 
quarantine in such manner as in the judgment of the board 
may be deemed wise and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All.expenses thus incurred, or such 
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part thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed 
a legitimate expenditure for the protection of the public 
health and shall be charged to the account of incidental 
expenses, but not to any indigent pauper account, nor shall 
such expenditure be construed to mean a public aid to the 
person or persons so quarantined and assisted unless such 
person or persons are already paupers as defined by the 
Public Statutes.

As in other years we have been the recipients of many 
gifts of books, magazines, plants, flowers, a victrola and 
other articles too numerous to mention.

It has been my duty and privilege to care for the health 
of inmates of the Almshouse, patients in the Hospital, and 
those who have been confined in the House of Correction 
and the Jail, and it has been my purpose to administer to 
them with the consciousness of being a public servant and 
to give all the best possible care and consideration.

COUNTY FARM 


A complete set of farm accounts, separate from the 
regular Institution accounts, has been kept for the past six 
years. In these accounts all farm produce, as milk, meat, and 
vegetables used by the institution are charged at market 
prices. The expenses include all regularly employed. farm 
labor, all house of correction labor used on the farm, taxes, 
insurance, supervision, light and power and all the other 
usual farm expenses. Thus the accounts give an accurate 
picture of the Farm as it relates to the Institution. 

No account is made of the fact that the farm serves 
as a source of high quality products of all kinds to those who 
live at the Grafton County Farm, that it provides labor for 
the House of Correction inmates as well as for a number of 
other inmates, and that a Holstein herd has been developed 
which serves as a source of disease-free, well-bred dairy 
stock for farmers of the county at moderate prices. Nine 
pure bred bulls were sold in 1937.
